$531,955 Back Wages 
Collected for Workers 


One thousand four hundred and 
fifty-eight employers in Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware and part of West 
Virginia paid $531,955.77 during the 
first eight months of 1941 to 25,517 
employes in back wages and over- 
time which the wage and hour di- 
vision of the U. S. department of 
labor found was due them under 
the federal fair labor standards act, 
Frank J, G. Dorsey, regional direc- 
tor of the wage and hour division 
for that area, reported. For the 
month of August, nearly $100,000 
was paid to 3,685 employes.

Several greater Oakland plants 
signed the working agreement of 
Machinists’ Lodge No. 284, accord- 
ing to Dave Wilson, business man- 
ager. 

The first to sign this week was: 

Thorsen Tool company, 5321 Hor- 
ton street, Oakland, employing 23 
men, The agreement is for one 
year and calls for the closed shop, 
$1.37% an hour for tool and dye 
makers, $1.15 an hour for machin- 
ists, $1.25 an hour for heat treat- 
men, $1.00 for specialists. 

The Thorsen Tool company man- 
ufacturers mechanics’ tools and is 
the only 100 per cent union shop in 
the bay area, Wilson said. A. F. of 
L. mechanics are urged by Wilson 
to purchase these tools in prefer- 
ence to others, 

Another firm, the Advance Pump 
company, Parker street, Berkeley, 
signed the same working agree- 
ment as that of Thorsen. This firm 
manufactures pressure pumps and 
employes 18 mechanics. 

Pay Over Scale 
With 15 men employed at their 


| shop at 300 Broadway, the Western 


Electro Mechanical company agreed 
to employ union mechanics and 
abide by the working agreement of 
Lodge 284. The standard wage 
seales are enforced 
also, Wilson announced. 


An agreement with the A. F. of 
L. machinists was reached at the 
Bechtel-Utah company equipment 
yards, San Leandro, this week, 
where 22 men are employed. This 
firm is paying $1.25 an hour to ma- 
chinists and 95 cents to helpers. 

All firms, according to Wilson, 
are paying more than the standard 
rate of wages to their employes. 
This is due, he said, because of the 
shortage of machinists.

In an open meeting held by the 
bay counties district council of car- 
penters recently, Frank Duffy, sec- 
retary of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners’ International 
Union of America, outlined the 
progress made by the union during 
the past 60 years. 

Duffy made a special trip to the 
bay area to address the council dur- 
ing the celebration of the 60th an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
brotherhood. 

Before a capacity crowd, Duffy 
delivered the most interesting ad- 
dress on the history of the broth- 
erhood.

AUSTRALIA LABOR BANS 
SOVIET-AID UNITS LINK | 


The federal executive of the 
labor party, Sidney, Australia, 
while expressing admiration for 
the soviet union, recognizing 
that Russian resistance has 
been of tremendous assistance 
in the fight against the axis, 
and urging closer coordination 
in the allied effort through ex- 
change of diplomatic and trade 
representatives with the soviet, 
has banned laborites from

The great problem that faces the coming American Federation of 
Labor convention which opens October 6 in Seattle is to keep perform- 


ance parallel with promise. 

No one questions the patriotism of the American Federation of Labor. 
Its declarations of policy with regard to the national defense program, 
its sincere devotion to the cause of democracy and its energetic efforts 
to help make America the arsenal of democracy have been an encour- 


aging inspiration to all Americans. There are no appeasers or fifth- 
columnists in the American Federation of Labor, no admirers of Hitler 
or any other totalitarian dictator. Everyone knows that and is deeply 
assured by that knowledge. 

But from time to time, in defiance of the American federation’s no- 
strike policy in defense industries, we find an A. F. of L. union resorting 
to strikes before exhausting every other possible means of settling dif- 
ferences and these occurrences, even though they are few and far be- 
tween, undermine the confidence of the American people in our move- 
ment. The leaders of the federation can point proudly to the fact that 
more than 99 per cent of the members of the A. F. of L. have refrained 
from defense strikes for any cause. Yet this fine records is besmirched 
by the undisciplined fraction of one per cent who put immediate selfish 
interests above the national welfare and indulge in indefensible strikes. 
INDEFENSIBLE STRIKES 

One such strike occurred recently in Kansas City, where a local elec- 
trical workers’ union, under stupid leadership, shut down the city’s power 
plants and blacked out the city without warning. Fortunately the na- 
tional leadership of the union quickly stepped in and called a quick halt 
te such mad proceedings. But that small local union, by its intemperate 
and indefensible action, blotted out the fine service rendered day in and 
day out by millions of other workers the country over in the minds of 
many citizens. That strike helped to give labor a bad name despite its 
generally good record, It not only hurt the workers who engaged in the 
strike. It hurt all American workers. 

The American Federation of Labor condemns such strikes with all the 
power at its command. Regardless of the circumstances, regardless of 
the provocation, there is no possible excuse for such arbitrary abuse of 
the power of labor. The right to strike is labor’s most precious posses- 
sion. The enemies of labor would rejoice at the opportunity of destroy- 
ing that right. And such indefensible strikes give aid and comfort to 
the enemies of labor in their efforts to render it powerless. 

Now the American Federation of Labor has no authority over the 
internal affairs of national or international unions. The public doesn’t 
quite understand this. The autonomous setup of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor as a voluntary association of free and independent trade 
unions is a guarantee of democracy. The fate of many European nations 
bas confirmed for us the truth that eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty. That is equally true in labor organizations. We think the con- 
vention of the American Federation of Labor can render great service to 
the nation by spurring on the leaders of its affiliated unions, national 
and local, to live up to their promises, keep on their toes, and see to it 
that irresponsible and undisciplined action are prevented. 

KEEPING OUR HOUSE CLEAN 

A similar problem is presented in the question of protecting union 
members and the public from dishonest officials. Here again we find 
that the occasional instance of performance failing to live up to promise 
results in giving a black eye to the entire movement. 

The American Federation of Labor is an idealistic institution, in con- 
ception, in purpose and in structure. It is a union of men and women, 
banded together to promote not only their own interests but the welfare 
of the nation. In its sixty-one years of existence the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has accomplished so much good for the workers of our 
country and for all of its citizens that it would take volumes to tell the 
whole story adequately. When we think back to the squalid, slave-like 
conditions under which workers were forced to labor for a mere pit- 
tance before the advent of organized labor and compare those conditions 


And we know that there is ever so much more to be done, for millions 
of unorganized workers as well as trade union members, before we have 
the right to sit back on our laurels. 

Yet the occasional emergence of a predatory crook in a position of 
power in a union is enough to smear the great record and progressive 


achievements of our movement! It seems unfair to us to be heaped with 
slander and abuse because of a few racketeers. It galls us to lack the 
authority to kick them out summarily and to be further abused for this 


|very reason. Here again the primary responsibility falls upon the union 
{membership to exercise eternal vigilance and to exert its democratic 


|power of the ballot to oust betrayers of labor. 
| We think the coming convention of the American Federation of Labor 
}can accomplish a great deal of good not only by denouncing evildoers 


| but by showing how to get rid of them.

that manufacturers and dealers 
priority ratings from O. P. M.

are capitalizing their favored 


position to reap fabulous profits. 


The scandal was brough 
into the open when the depart- 
ment of justice announced that 
criminal action would shortly 


be started against “‘priority 
profiteers” who have raised prices 
of some chemicals from 100 to 400 
per cent. 


Officials of the price administra- 
tion said the offending concerns, 
numbering more than 20, were 
mainly brokers, many in business 
less than a year. 


Mostly Crook 

Through hook or crook—mostly 
crook, price administration offi- 
cials contended—these brokers have 
obtained large supplies of strategic 
chemicals and are compelling man- 
ufacturers to pay through the nose 
in order to keep their plants going 
on defense production. 


Hundreds of complaints of price 
gouging have poured into Washing- 
ton. Manufacturers assert that 
when they seek chemicals from 
their usual suppliers they are told 
that none is available. Later, the 
manufacturers say, they receive 
telephone calls from unknown per- 
sons offering to sell the needed ma- 
terials at prices double or more pre- 
vailing quotations. 


Astounding Story 

Chemicals, however, are not the 
only field invaded by bootleggers. 
One of the most amazing stories 
has to do with a holdup of manu- 
facturers by zinc dealers who have 
obtained priority ratings. 

A Detroit manufacturer has laid 
before the price administration 
charges of the most sérious nature. 
Correspondence supporting the alle- 
gations is now in the possession of 
Leon Henderson, price administra- 
tor. 

Last winter 


Henderson called 
zinc producers into conference at 
Washington and induced them to 
subscribe to a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” not to charge more than 7% 
cents a pound.

$1-a-Year Man Involved 

The Detroit manufacturer told 
Henderson that for years he has 


been buying zinc from a Detroit 
dealer. After the price had been 
fixed and priorities established, the 
manufacturer said, he found the 
price going up and up—to 10% 
cents, then to 15 cents, and finally 
to 16 cents. Then he was sent a con- 
tract at an “unspecified market 
price,” enabling the dealer to 
charge whatever he pleased. 

The manufacturer said he asked 
the dealer why the price was so 
high if the government had fixed it 
at 7% cents. The answer was to cut 
off the manufacturer’s supply of 
zine entirely. 

Then it was discovered that the 
president of the concern which had 
been profiteering is a $1l-a-year 
man on O. P. M.’s zinc and brass 
advisory committee! 

These cases, it is said, are but 
samples of conditions that prevail 
throughout the entire field of stra- 
tegic materials. Price fixing and 
priorities, it is asserted, furnish a 
lush field for the “bootlegger” and 
profiteer which they are exploiting 
to the limit. 

Precious Metals Hoarded 

Manufacturers “without a con- 
science,” price administration offi- 
cials declare, have piled up enor- 
mous holdings of strategic mate- 
rials and are letting them go “only 
at a price—the highest they can 
get.” 

This charge was confirmed this 
week by the national association 
of purchasing agents, in its month- 
ly survey of business. It states that 
the “hoarding” of supplies is a na- 
tional scandal, and adds that the 
facts are well known to those in 
charge of the defense program.

Their main 
purpose in business is to de- 
stroy the American Federation 
of Labor. We don’t need them 
now nor will we need them 
when the ‘hot cargo’ bill comes 
before the people in Novem- 
ber 1942.”

For example, Bernard Baruch, 
suave mouthpiece of Wall Street, 
| told the committee that the admin- 
| istration’s proposal is a “weakling.” 


Wants Wages “Pegged” 

He called for a flat ceiling over 
| prices of all commodities—and he} 
|included labor in that category. 
One man, Baruch insisted, must be 
placed in complete control of 
| wages, rents, corn and _ hogs, 
| peanuts, interest rates and pick 
} handles, 


President Roosevelt, as reported 
| in a recent issue of “Labor,” is 
against Baruch’s one man idea. To 
placate administration opposition | 
Baruch said he would be willing to 
have the job given to Leon Hender- | 
son. 

Baruch’s testimony drew a num-| 
ber of blasts, the sharpest from 
Congressman Henry B. Steagall 
(Dem., Ala.), chairman of the com-! 


mittee. He termed the proposal to/| 
fix wages “impossible,” and added: 
“Wage ceilings just can’t be | 
imposed without taking away 
all labor’s rights to negotiate, 
and neither congress nor the 
courts would let us do thateven | 
if we wanted to.” 
Would Exempt Farmers 

Steagall is also emphatically) 
| againat legislation limiting farm| 
prices—at least not until they are | 
| 10 per cent above “parity,” which 
means that farmers should have 10 
}per cent more purchasing power 
than between 1909 and 1914. 

“We have been fighting for years 
|to get the farmers a fair deal,” 
| Steagall said, “and we're just now 
getting it. We're not going to turn 
| back until the goal is reached.” 

Secretary of the Treasury 

Henry Morgenthau, Jr., also 

voiced strong opposition against 

a ceiling on wages and farm 

prices. He did, however, de- 

mand a 6 per cent limit on cor- 
poration profits. 

Meanwhile, the president called 
congressional leaders to the white 
and told them that action at 
once was imperative, if “inflation” 
is to be headed off. After the con- 
| ference, Steagall assured reporters 
| that a price-fixing bill would be 
put through the house, but he did 
|not attempt to forecast its provi-

Labor Legislates 

Last Saturday saw the adjourn- 
ment of the greatest (in numbers) 
convention of the California State 
Federation of Labor. 


Approximately 1,300 delegates 
representing 300,000 laboring peo- 
ple in the state passed their opinion 
on innumerable resolutions dealing 
with aid to Russia, to Tom Mooney, 
to Roosevelt, with condemnation 
for Hitler, Lindbergh, and what 
have you? 

A beautiful ovation to Governor 
Olson, and a rather shabby recep- 
tion to Mayor Rossi were the only 
highlights (in a spectacular way) 
of a calm and peaceful convention. 
Good brotherhood seemed to pre- 
vail. 

Two of the most important reso- 
lutions presented to the delegates 
failed to gain favorable considera- 
tion... two that we feel certainly 
should have received an _ over- 
whelming “do pass,’ 

One had to deal with setting the 
term of office for the president and 
secretary-treasurer of the federa- 
tion at two years... instead of 
the one-year term now in effect. 

The longer term gives the elected 
representative sufficient time to 
prove, or disprove his effectiveness, 
the wisdom of his platform, and 
his general ability. It gives him a 
chance to do some actual and bene- 
ficial work while in office without 
being hindered with the yearly 
preparation for a campaign to get 
himself reelected . . . a campaign 
that is costly to the entire labor 
movement. And very important too 
... it would give the delegates to 
the annual convention at least one 
year out of every two that they 
could use in getting some actual 
work done. (The first four days of 
the current meeting were con- 
sumed by speeches, picnics, cam- 
paigning and elections, mostly the 
latter.) 

The second defeated resolution 
actually received the majority vote 
. but because it had to do with 
changing the constitution, required 
a two-thirds majority. It dealt with 
election of district vice presidents. 

At present all vice presidents are

|elected by the entire convention... 


although they serve, primarily, 
their respective districts. This res- 
olution sought to change this rule 
o that the unions in each vice 
presidential district would have the | 
sole right of voting for and electing 
thelr own choice as vice president 
of their district. At present, it is 
similar to having the governor of 
the state of California voted for by 
all of the citizens of all 48 states. 
This method of electing vice pres- 
idents is also in force in many in-| 
rnational unions. I can see many 
isadvantages to such a system, in- 
cluding the way to much political | 
maneuvering and trading. Never! 
vet has anyone shown me the good | 
to this method of electing district | 
representatives . excepting, of 


course, the fact that it does help | operating the club.
